WIGGINS ON TOP. 


Heavy Storm on the A tlantic—D am age at 
H alifax—H igh Tides on th e A m erican 
S eaboard- M arine D isaster* -Rise In Ihe 
61. Law rence R iver—A R ival of the 
P ro phet at St. Louis—Etc.

H alifax, March 10;h.—During tho morn­ 
ing the sky was overcast, with a light south­ 
west wind and mild temperature. A few 
minutes after 1 o’clock the storm signal was 
up at the Citadel station and people began to 
prepare for a storm. Steamers and sailing 
vessels in the docks were secured to the 
wharves with extra hawser?, aud merchandise 
was removed to higher and safer quarters. 
No remarkable change occurred durmg the 
following two hours, but about 4 r. u. the 
wind quickened, a light rain and hail com­ 
menced to fall, and the clouds overhead grew 
more ominously dark. Half an hour later 
the wind had increased doubly in strength 
and the rain and hail were falling quite 
heavily. During the following two hours this 
Btate of affairs continued, the brtezs increas­ 
ing to a gale and howling overhead. Fear 
tegan to become greater among wharf-owners 
and proprietors of property on the water line, 
and great excitement prevailed. A t 7 o’clock 
the ferry steamers to Dartmouth ceased their 
trip», the last one occupying four times the 
usual time and being made with great diffi­ 
culty. From that h jnr until 9 o’clock the 
gsle blew with great fury, causing vessel* in 
docks to strain their fastening* snd almost 
tear from them and drive into the harbor. 
Only one, however, is reported to have 
broken her moorings—the schooner Four 
Brothers, lying at Market-street whsrf. The 
vessel broke her bowsprit, and, tearing some 
planking f»om the wharf, was only after great 
difficulty again secured. 
FLOODED WHARVES. 
The tide rose during the blow and wss the 
highest known here since the Saxty gale. At 
8 o’clock it was nearly on a level with the 
wharves, snd at 9 o’clock, when it was high­ 
est, fhesea washed over many barrels of flonr, 
meal and other merchandise in exposed 
jdaces and swept them away, but no serious 
damage resulted. The steamers in port held 
well to their fastenings and weathered the 
blow without injury. Considerable fear is 
felt for the Bafety of the steamer Newfound­ 
land, which failed from St. Johns for this port 
Tupsday and was duo to-day. Between 8 and 
9 o’clock, when the storm wa3 at it* bight, the 
barometer, which in the morning registered 
30.40 and at 2 r II. 30 10, stood £9.33 and 
was yet falling rapidly. The wind was then 
blowing at the rate of thirty-seven miles an 
hour ar.d apparently gaining in velocity. 
About 9 o’clock, however, it suddenly calmed 
down, and property-owners and the people 
began to feel more confident. Tha breeze 
again sprang up frcm a more easterly direc­ 
tion, although not with as great strength as 
before. Tho tide is now falling and no mere 
heavy weather is expected to-nigbt, but in 
tha morning it is said by old fishermen end 
observers of tho weather that with the in­ 
coó» ing tide the wind wiil rise again and blow 
with equal, if not greater jyt-lence. 
Reports from the eastern provinces state 
that the storm is commencing in that region. 
THE ST. LAWRENCE RISING. 
Montreal, March 10th.—There is great 
danger of heavy floods. The St. Lawrence 
is rising rapidly, and should rain follow the 
present heavy snow-storm nothing can pre­ 
vent an overflow. People on the lowlanda 
are seriously alarmed. 
A RIVAL OE WIGGINS. 
K ansas City, March 10th.—In a private 
letter received in this city Tice, a St. Louis 
weather prophet, ridicules Wiggins’ claims as 
a forecaster of the weather. Tice states that 
his own almanac predicts a severe storm be­ 
tween the 10;h and 14th of March, but he 
apprehemb no general disaster. 
WIGGINS SATISFIED. 
N ew Y ork, March llth.—The Sun’s cor­ 
respondent at Ottawa interviewed Wiggins 
yesterday, who declared that his predictions 
had been verified. He said : “ My advice 
that ships of all nations should be in safe 
harbors by the 5th, I am happyto Bay, has 
been acted upon, and it was on tm 0th that 
the arm of tee great storm struck the A t­ 
lantic coast.

W aterloo (Quebec), March llth.—The 
severest storm known for years is in progress. 
Snow began falling yesterday afternoon, and 
continued unabated through the night, the 
wind Mowing a gale all day. The anow is 
piled almost mountain high, making traffic of 
all kicds absolutely impossible. Between 10 
and 11 o’clock this morning two distinct 
shocks of earthquake were felt, the wave 
passing east to west. 
HIGH water. 
Q uebec, March llth .—There is high water 
to-aay in the St. Louis and St. Charles 
rivers. The wharves and Champlain market 
place are flooded, as well ss the houses in St. 
RocbV, ne»r the St. Charles river, and in the 
village on the opposite side. 
MISCELLANEOUS, 
Ottawa, March 10th—10 r. m,—Heavy 
snow-storms prevaiihere, 
St. J ohn (N. B.), March 10th—10:30p.m.— 
It is raining and blowing hard. But few 
people are on tfce street*. Many of the stores 
closed early. All small vessels have been 
hauled into slips and put into additiom>l 
fastenings. On the bay the gale is very stiff. 
St. J ohns (N. F.), March 10th.— The 
northern division of the sealing-fleet Bailed for 
the ice-fields to-day. The steam ship Aurora 
arrived, thirty days from Dundee, 
Fierce westerly gales have prevailed all 
day. The fleet will be ready to sail fur the 
sealing grounds to-morrow. The Arctic is 
now the only ship in the Dandee fljet not 
arrived. 
S t. L ouis, March lOtb.—The fear of Wig­ 
gins’ storm has reached here. About 150 
fishermen are operating on the Mississippi 
and Illinois rivers from St. L'-uis to Peoria, 
and they are eaid to have all taken their nets 
out of the river until Wednesday next. The 
weather is cloudy, with rather high and 
gusty wind. 
NEwroRT, March 10tb.—There is a tre­ 
mendous sea here. The tides are very high 
and now reach to the top of the wharf plates. 
Many people are extremely nervous. The 
beach roar* a* it has not done for years, and 
Spouting Rock is sending columns of wa-.er to 
an unusual hight. A telegram from High­ 
land light gives the wind southeast aud 
frtsh. OcservatioBS show indications that a 
heavy gale is coming on from Boston. 
P lymouth (Mass ), March 10 h.—A storm 
has begun, it is now raining hard and the 
wind blowing violently and increasing from 
tha northeast.

W orcester (M ass), March 10.h.—The 
twenty-fifth sdow-storm of the season began 
this forenoon.

COHPA RISONS. 
We are told that in 1858 the city and 
county government of Sacramento was run 
on one per cent. The hope of every good 
man is that this present city government 
may soon require no greater levy. There 
is no issue as to that. But the men who 
declare that what was possible in 1S58 is 
possible at this time know that they mis­ 
represent when they say so. The conditions 
are wholly dissimilar. This is shown by 
a clear-headed and incisive writer in an­ 
other column. We invite attention to 
his letter. It should be read by every 
man who proposes to vote to-morrow. Let 
us look at the facta. In 1858 we had but 
two-thirds the population we now have, cr 
about that. The assessed values then did 
not come anywhero as near true values as 
now. Yet the assessment roll in 1857 for 
city property was $9,548,354; 
1858, 
$10,251,579; in 1882 it was $11,104,300; 
in 1883 it is $11.179,375, In 1858 we had 
no bonds or interest to pay. In 185S we 
had bnt about one-fifth the schools and 
school children we now have ; we had no 
paid fire department; no free library ; no 
extended system of water works—in short, 
there is nc comparison to be drawn be­ 
tween the two eras at all parallel. Oar 
adnlt population is bnt little larger now 
than in 1858, but our juvenile population 
is five time3 as great. Real estate values 
in 1858 were massed mainly below Tenth 
street; since then they have been dis­ 
tributed over a wider area. Our property 
valaes have not advanced in proportion to 
population and the demands and expenses 
of the government. The truth is, the mis­ 
fortunes and vicissitudes of the early city 
government is what put upon us the great 
burdens of debt we bear to-day. 
On reflection it will be seen that we have 
reason to be quite well satisfied—if the 
basis of 1858 be taken—with tho showing 
for 18S3. 
One per cent., in 1858, raised 
for a small population of small needs, 
small number of school children, few 
teachers, few water pipes, limited street 
lighting, no sprinkling, no interest pay­ 
ments, etc.—§102,515. 
In 18S3, with 
nearly twice the population, four or five 
times the number of school children and 
teach ira, three times the residence area, 
miles upon miles of additional gas-lighted 
and well-kept streets and water mains, 
some thirteen miles of fine levees, an inter­ 
est-bearing debt, a paid Fire Department, 
a free library, a fire alarm system, etc.— 
we raise at a $1 00 tax rate but $7G,355 
more than ia 1858, of a total of §233,000 
now required to carry on the city govern­ 
ment.

MARVñLOÜS FINANCERINO. 
The Armory Hail Democratic city plat­ 
form, to which Mr. H. B. Neilsen is 
pledged, demands tu t one per cent, tax 
levy, and that it shall in no part contrib­ 
ute to the sinking and interest fund. 
A ono per cent, tax rate is very desir­ 
able ; a half of one per cent, would 
be better still. Low taxation is al­ 
ways to be encouraged ; bnt mere 
pledges in convention mean nothing. In 
response to the unanswerable question, 
“ How will you levy one per cent, and 
avoid the law requiring 55 per cent, of the 
general fund to be paid to the sinking and 
interest fund ?” Mr. NeilsSn may respond, 
prompted by the powers behind him, “ I 
will levy it under the amendments to the 
charter and special Acts creating special 
funds.” If this should be done, what fund 
would he uee for the payment of those nec­ 
essary expenses (including his own salary) 
that can only be paid out of the general 
fund, such as salaries, street-lighting, etc.? 
If no part of the levy is to contribute to 
the principal and interest of the bonds, 
then there can be no levy for the general 
fund. It follows that there can be no sal­ 
aries paid, no streets lighted, and other 
necessary expenses cannot be discharged. 
But the. platform says ‘1 the whole of the 
one per cent, shall be devoted to the neces­ 
sary expenses attending the proper admin­ 
istration ot the affairs of the city.” By 
the use of the word proper the foxes left a 
convenient hole from which to crawl. Af­ 
ter election they could, under its cover, 
tell the deluded voter : "Proper adminis­ 
tration, we find, demands a general 
fund, and a share of whatever that is must 
go to the sinking and interest fund. Such 
is the law, and we can’t help it if we 
would.”

P fatli ot a T alon V eteran. 
Nevada City, March 10;h.—Dr. P. E. 
Hughson, a prominent citizen, died IsBt 
night. Deceased had been a sufferer with 
rheumatism for many years, and thi-s with 
other cause», occasioned his death. He was 
a soldier in the Union army, and will be 
buried with military honors to-morrow by the 
Nevada Light Guards, of which company he 
was a member. He also belonged to the 
MasoDic fraternity.

A W om an Drops D ead—Chinese T rouble. 
San F rancisco, March 11th.—Mary Deis- 
tel dropped dead in her room at 914 Jackson 
street to-day. The cause of death is sup­ 
posed to be heart disease. 
The following was found written on a pioce 
of paper inclosed in a bottle which 11 ated 
ashore a few days ago at West Berkeley; 
“ Lost oars off the North Heads. March 1, 
1883, (Signed) J. K. Murphy.” 
A few nights ago Wing Long, a Chinese 
cook, was “ stood up” by two Chinese high- 
bindets at the corner of Stockton and Clay 
streets, and robbed of S15. Wing recognized 
one of his assailants as Sing Wing, a notori- 
ons highbinder, and on meeting him last night 
in a room on Jackson Btreet, proceeded to get 
even by beating him over the head and body 
with au iron bar. The two Chinamen were 
asreBted, ‘Wing Long being cba-ged with 
assault with a deadly weapon, and Sing Wing 
with robbery. 
Shot and K illed in a B ar-room . 
Auburn, March 11th.—Shortly befcre 9 
o’clock this morning Stephen Richards shot 
and almost instantly kilied Thomas Nichols 
in the American Hotel bar room. From the 
testimony given before tho Coroner, it ap­ 
pears that Richards was gambling list night, 
and lost a few dollars. This morning, meet­ 
ing his participant in the game, fca attempted 
to ptovoke a quarrel with him, saying he had 
been robbed, challenging the man to fight, 
etc. Nichol?, standing near, rebuked him 
for creating a disturbance, and remarked 
that ho had been in Auburn many limes, and 
had never been robbed. Richards turned 
upon decreed with an oath, asking if he took 
it un, end almost immediately fired one shot 
at Nicho!», who was turning to leave, striking 
him in the upper right breast, breaking 
the collar bone, cutting a large blood vessel 
and the windpipe. Nichols fell, and died 
without speaking. Richards was immedi­ 
ately disarmed and taken to the Sheriff’s of­ 
fice by Dunnam, manager of the hotel. The 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict in accord­ 
ance with the above facts, finding that the 
shooting was done with ut cause or provoca 
tioo. Deceased was nged about thirty. He 
and his murderer were both natives of Corn­ 
wall, neither having a family. Richards has 
a bad record, report making this his third 
murder. He was sentenced to the Nevada 
State Prison, at Carson, for life, for a mur­ 
der near Austin, Nev., but was pardoned out 
for assistance rendered during a fire. When 
eearcbed by the Sheriff he had two pocket- 
knives on hi? person open and ready for use.

A Profitless Stage R obbery. 
T uscarora, March 11th.—The stage which 
arrived here last night was stopped by masked 
men a short distance from town, and robbed 
of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s treasure box. There 
were a number of passengers aboard, but none 
were disturbed except A. J. Potter, who was 
riding oatsida with the driver. He was 
“ stood up” and relieved of his valuables. 
After getting the box they cut the traces of 
tho two lead horaes and compelled the stsge 
to move on with the two wheeler?, which 
made locomotion very slow, and the cutting 
loose of the horaes was donbtie.-s done with 
that object, so as to aliow tho thieves time to 
get away from the scene of the robbery before 
the news could reach town. Mr. Potter was 
kept holding the lead horse? until the stage 
had gone a short distance, and was then told 
to follow after it. Ic ia not believed that the 
robbers got anything for their trouble. They 
were evidently figuring on capturing the 
money used in paying off miners, which 
usually arrives here on the 10¡h of each 
month. Fortunately it cime in a day ahead, 
and Wells, Fargo & Co.’s box contained noth­ 
ing valuable, as far as is known at the office 
here. Had they made the haul the night be­ 
fore they would have secured in the neighbor­ 
hood of $10,000, provided the messenger did 
not get away with them. All that the thieves 
got was $16 from Potter, and two silver 
watches out of the express box.

Advices from 8alt Lake. 
S a lt Lake, March 10;b.—Three weeks ago 
W. J. Shoup, an extensive stock dealer and 
merchant of Chaliis, Idaho, left that terri­ 
tory to visit his wife and children, who are 
with friends at Dubuqne, Iowa. At Ogden 
he boarded a Pullman palace car on the way 
East, and Biace then has been neither seen 
nor heard from. His brother, of Danbury, 
Iowa, was in Council Bluffs trying to fiDd 
some trace of him on Sunday, and is now 
examining' all the hotel registers from there 
to Utah, but as yet hss found nothing. 
Shoup’s route was to have been via the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern to Clinton, thence to 
Dabnqne. His friends and relatives are 
a'armed over his mysterious disappearance. 
On the Central Pacific train, which ar­ 
rived at Ogden this morning, was a young 
German from San Francisco, named G. E. 
Erzzraber, a cigar merchant, on his way to 
Europe. Before retiring on the sleeper l^st 
nigh', he told the porter where his money 
was, snd sail if anything should happen, hn 
remain; and effects ah- uld be eent to his 
friends in Calif rnia. This morning as the 
train neared Ogden be was found in a dying 


condition, and on his arrival at that place a 
stomach-pump was precared, but the man 
wa3 too far gone, and died at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. The presumption is that he took 
poison, with suicidal intent. He had on his 
person nearly $400 in cash acd letters of 
credit on German houses for $4,000. Marks, 
a young acquaintance, took charge of the 
body, which is being prepared to be sent back 
to friends in Sac Francisco. 
A rich gold strike having been made in the 
Mammoth mine, at Tintic, the miners are 
accused of stealing specimens and four of 
them were arrested yesterday. A report is 
current in the Tiutic District that Hutching, 
recently killed there, was murdered because he 
exposed the thefts.

The Congressional A pponionm ent^C ounty 
Governm ent Bill—Long and Lively Ses­ 
sions. 
Both houses ot the Legislature held busy sessions 
on Saturday, the Senate remaining ia session until 
midnight. 
The Senate met at 10 a. M., President Daggett in 
the chair. 
Kell -gg introduced a resolution, wltich was 
adopted, providing for the consideration of b lis on 
tho third reading, special and general flies, before 
taking up the Congressional apportionment bill. 
Cro-“ presented the following report, which was 
adopted : 
Mr. e-peaker: Y'our Conference Committee, ap­ 
pointed to consider and report upon the sine die ad­ 
journment of this Legislature, respectfully report 
they have met aud conferred upon this matter, and 
have decidtd to recommend that this Legislature 
adjourn sine die Tuesday, the lhth day of March, at 
12 o'clock midnight; provided, at that time the 
county government bill shall have passed both 
houses. 
CR1 S'». Chairman Conference Com. 
STORKE, Chairman Assembly Com. 
Lynch moved to recouslder the vote by which the 
report was adopted, stating that lie wanted to in­ 
clude in the l&e' clause tho so-called “ filet bill.” 
The motion was lost. 
The following bilis were read a third time and 
passed : S. B. 372, to establish a Slate Board of 
Sitk Culture, and to provide mone; s for the ex­ 
penses thereof; 4. B. 235, in relation to the in­ 
spection of steam boilers ia the Slate of California ; 
8. B. 369, to amend Section 2137 of the Political 
Code, relajing to insane asylums ; and A. B. 39. to 
repeal Section 505 of the Civil Code, relating to 
street railroad corporation». 
Dougherty made a strong effort to get a recon­ 
sideration cf the vote by which the Senate on Fri­ 
day passed the bill to repeal the pharmacy law, and 
was supported by Buck, Perry, Vruoman and Sulli­ 
van.Brooks, Cross, M:Ciure and Lynch opposed the 
motion to reconsider. 
Tha Senate refused to reconsider. 
Whitney’s bill to appropriate money for the sup­ 
port of aged persons in indigent circumstances was 
read a third time and passed; also, Johnson's bill 
to amend Section 5 of Article XI. of the Constitu­ 
tion.After rcc.ss Johnson's proposed amendment to 
Section? 22, 23 ami 24 of Article X-I. of the Consti­ 
tution, was refused passage by a vote of 15 ayes to 
22 noes. Johnson gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. The proposed amendment was to have the 
Railroad Commissioners elected by the State at 
large instead of by districts. 
On motion of Woifekill, the Senate took up out of 
order and read a first time Reeves' A. B. 230, to 
authorize tiie Boards of Supervisors of the several 
counties of the State to appoint inspectors of 
apiaries, and provide for the'r compensation and de­ 
fine their duties, and for th - further protection of 
bee culture. On motion of McClure it was declared 
a case of urgency and passed. 
On motion of Vrooman, A. B. 334, authorizing the 
Regents of the State University to convey to the 
United States certain land?, was taken from the 
Assembly mcsiages, declared a cue of urgency and 
pasee-d. 
.Sullivan’s S. B. 391, providing for submitting to a 
vote of the qt.aliii.d electors of a county, or city 
and county, a proposal to issue bonds, was declared 
a case of urgency and passed. 
Lynch gavo notice of a motion to reconsider. 
A. B. 503, to authorize the Common Council, Board 
of Trustees, or other governing body of any incor]>or- 
ated city or town, to refund it? indebtedness, to is­ 
sue bunds t'neretor and provide for payment of tho 
same ; and A. I!. 402, to authorize cities to erect and 
maintain drawbridges across navigable streams that 
flow through or penetrate the boundaries of such 
cities, were read a Sícond time and ordered to a 
third reading. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of the bill appropriatirg 
$5,900 for the contingent cxiamses of the Senate. 
S. B. 321, to appropriate the sum of $3,000 for tho 
purpose of paying the rent of the Hastings College 
of Law, San Francisco ; A. B. 1-3, to make an ap­ 
propriate>n to pay a deficiency in the appropriation 
for the tMrtv-third and thirty-fourth fiscal years ; 
and A. B. 477, to provide for the erection of a wall 
at the S:ate Brieon at Folsom, were read a first 
time. ’ 
The Congressional apportionment hill was then 
taken up for a second reading. 
Alter the fi.st section was rea 1, Filcher moved as 
a substitute for the whole hill the provisions of his 
S. B 292. The substitute makes up the districts 
according to their interests, putting the mining 
counties together and the agricultural counties to­ 
gether. 
Johnson spoke against tho substitute, it was un­ 
fair to the county of Sonoma, if adopted by the 
Senate it would H zt bo passed by the Assembly at 
this late hour. 
Kelly of Solano spoke in favor of the substitute 
on the ground that it was to the interest of the Dem­ 
ocratic party to make a fair apporti nracnt. 
Kellogg favored tbe substitute, lie idea of the 
people of California in adop'ing the new Constitu­ 
tion was that tho Senatorial, Asremhiy ami Con­ 
gressional apportionment shou'd lie according to 
population, as near as practicable. T o Senate 
should n >t take into consideration the ambition of 
any candidate for Congress, but should apportion 
the S'ate upon a fair basis. In the hill, a3 it came 
from the Assembly, therewasadiffeiei.ee of more 
than 25,000 in the district», while in the Fileher 
substitute thcro wa> not over 8,000 difference The 
latter not only apportioned according to population, 
hut according to a community of interests. The 
Democratic partv could not afford to gerrymander 
tbe State. In Ohio, Massachusetts and New York, 
acd other States where it had been done, the party 
committing the wrong had been repudiated at the 
next election. Let ail stand upon a fair and equal 
foundation, and if the Democratic party could not 
w in under a fair apportionment, then let it lose. 
Sullivan spoke ut length against the amendment, 
because it put a part of Sau Francisco with Ala­ 
meda. 
Cox and Cross spoke in favor of tho substitute 
on tbe ground that the Assembly bill did not ap­ 
portion according lo population. One district c .11- 
tained l ‘29,000 p -pulation and another 154,931. 
Del Valle stoutly defended his bill. 
A long debat í ensued, aud the tubstitute was 
adopted by the ioliowiug vote: 
Ayes-'¡handler, Cox, Cronan, Cross, Filcher, 
Fraser, Kellv of Solano, Kellogg, Knigiit, McCarthy, 
McClure, Perry, Reynolds, Rou it r, Ryan, Taylor,

Noes—Buck, Del Valie, Daugherty, English, Fos­ 
ter, Hamgan, Johnson, Kelly of San Francisco, 
Lynch, Maddox, Murphy, Nelson, Spencer of 
Stanislaus, Sullivan—14. 
Del Valle changed from aye to no, and moved to 
reconsider. 
Kellogg moved to indefinitely postpone the mo­ 
tion. Lost by 17 to 18. 
The motion to reconsider was carried by the fol­ 
lowing vote: 
Ayes—Brooks, Buck, Del Valle. Dougherty, Eng­ 
lish, Foster, Harrigan, Johnson, Kelly of San Fran­ 
cisco, Lynch, Maddox, Murphy, Nelson, Sprnetrof 
Napa, spencer of Stanislaus, Sullivan, Whitney, 
Wolfskill—19. 
Noes—Chandler, Cox, Cronan, Cross, Filcher, 
Frasir, Kelly of Solano, Kellogg, Knight, McCar­ 
thy, McClure, Perry, Reynolds, Koutier, Ryan, Tay­ 
lor, Wallis—17. 
Pending consideration the Senate took a recess 
unt'l 7:30 o’clock. 
At the evening session the Filcher substitute was 
adopted by the following vote : 
Ayes—Chandler, Cross, English, Filcher, Fraser, 
Kelly of Solano, Knight, McCarthy, McC ure, Peny, 
Reynolds, Ryan, Taylor, Wallis—14. 
Ñoes—Buck, Dei Valle, Dougherty, Harrigan, 
Johusop, Kelly of San Francisco, Lynch, Reynolds, 
Spencer of Stanislaus, Sullivan, Whitney—11. 
Ixeati g, who would have voted no, paired with 
Vrooman. 
The county government bill was placed on third 
reading, and’ finished at 10:40 o'clock. 
Taylor offered several amendments, and tiie bill 
was recommitted to the committee with special in­ 
structions. 
Whitney and Lyncli made soveral ineffectual at­ 
tempts to have A-seicbiy messages taken up for ac­ 
tion on the Pilot Commission bill. 
At 11:30 o’clock a call of the Senate was ordered, 
and the Sergeant-at-Aons furnished with a list of 
absentees.

Yell’s motion to reconsider the vote whereby the 
bill transferring $57,000 from the General to the 
Drainage Fund was passed, was laid U|>on the table 
by a vote of 43 to 29. 
Irwin intrpduced a resolution requesting the Gov­ 
ernor to recall for his consideration the Assembly 
bill making appropriations for deficiencies in last 
year’s appropriation. Ruled out of order. 
The bill to appropriate Í200 for the Contingent 
Fund of the Controller was passed under suspension 
of the rules. 
S. B. 110, being the special orjer, was declared a 
case of urgency. It extends from thirty to sixty 
days the time daring which a State officer may be 
absqnt from the State, except on State business, or 
by consent of the Legislature. Read three times 
and pissed. 
Farley’s A. B. 259, giving to Boards of Supervisors 
the power of fixing licenses, was passed. 
Spencer’s S. B. 74, to protect sheep and goats from 
the ravage? of dogs, was taken up under suspension 
of rules, read a third time and passed. 
A. B. 492, to provide for a tax levy for the thirty- ■ 
fifth and thirty-sixth fiscal years, was declared a 
case of urgency, read the first time, amended in 
Committee of the Whole and made a special order 
for Monday, at 10 a. m. 
The Senate hill t j pay 8100 for the telle/ of John 
W. Metcalf and George McClelland was read the 
second time and made a special order for Monday, 
at 10 A m. 
Alter recess Campbell, on behalf of the special 
committee appointed ti investigate Mircus I’. 
Wiggin, Superior Judge in Mono county, asked leave 
to withdraw the charges against Wiggin. Leave 
was granted, under the understanding tnat his resig­ 
nation was already' in the G'-vernor’s hands. 
Kellogg’s cue bill. No. 85, entitled “ An Act to 
protect the public health, to prevent the introduc­ 
tion and spreading of oiseaee an i to provide for tbe 
protection of the health of criminals under sentence 
on couviction of a misdemeanor,*' was passed under 
sus|ieiniou of the rules. 
■ 
The silk culture bill was made a special order for 
Monday, also many other bills coming from the 
Senate. 
Dougherty's S. B. 132, to grant to Boards of 
Health in cities and counties the power regulate the 
plumbing and drainage of buildings, was taken up 
out of order by a two-third vote and read a first 
time. The bill is one ot the very best that has been 
introduced at this session, and ought to be passed 
without delay. It gives some protection to the 
public health, controls tbe manner in which plumb­ 
ing ehall be done, and puts an end to some very 
vicious practices by contractors. It was mide the 
special order for to-day at half-past 3 o'clock. 
Storke moved to tike up out of order Head's bill, 
providing for the division of existing counties and 
for the creation of new counties by a two-thirds’ 
vote of the people of such as seek to be made a 
county. 
The motion was lost, and Storke gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider. 
Hamilton's bil, relating to the boundary of Del 
Norte and Siskiyou eouatiee, was ordered to third 
reading and m ode a special order. 
Irwin mov d to reconsider the vote appropriating 
126,000 for Yi-Stmite valley improvements. 
Nicol moved to lay the motion on the table. 
Nicol’s motion was carried by a vote of 43 to 13. 
Wharton offered a preamble and resoluti ml, recit- 
iog that: 
W hsreas, One of the worst evils of tbe country 
is the criminal i lrment cf the Chinese papulation, 
ami that the said population competes with free 
white labor; that one fifth of tho prisoners in the 
Slate Prisons are Chinese ; 
lietolred. That the Governor be requested to com­ 
mute the sentí nee of or pardon every Chi; ese sub­ 
ject now ir. those prisons, on th txp ess condition 
that they hcmediatfly leave for China without a 
return passport, and that the Judges of the Sopreme 
Court he ruque? ted to aid in carry gig out the reten­ 
tion of the resolution. 
Wharton said he had good authority for the state­ 


ment that the Chinese Consul at San Francisco had 
agreed to such an arrangement. 
The reso ution wa? treated jocosely at first, but 
was finally referred to the Committee on Chinese 
and Chinese Immigration, with instructions to re­ 
port on Monday mrning. 
Caminetti moved to take up out of order Stewart’s 
bill to rectify the boundary line of El Dorado and 
Amador counties. It was read the second time, or­ 
dered engrossed and made a special order for Mon­ 
day.A motion to take a recess until evening was lost. 
The roll was called on a motion to adjourn, and 
before the result was announced a Governor’s mes­ 
sage was received stating that the resignation of 
Maicus Wiggin, Judge of the Superior Court for 
Mono county, had been accepted.

W hat One of the Best-Informed Men of 
Sacramento Has to Say About One Per 
Cent. 
E d3. R ecobd-Union : Does Dr. Nichols 
know what he is talking about when he says 
this city “ was run ” on a tax of 1 per cent, 
in 1858, and can be now on the fame ta x ; 
and that then the city, after paying the inter­ 
est due creditors and its other expenses, had 
a surplus of $16,000' Probably he comes as 
near it as that eminent reformer who pro­ 
poses to do the strest sprinkling with tbs 
horses used hy the Paid Fire Department. 
THE EX-PRESIDENT 
Of the Board of Supervisors under the con­ 
solidated city and county government of 1858 
might have known that th?re was no interest 
paid, or to be paid, upon the funded debt in 
185S or 1859, and that no interest became due 
upon those bonds until the 1st day of Jan ­ 
uary, 1860. 
He might be supposed to know 
that what might be sufficient to carry on the 
schools of this city twenty-five years ego 
would be scarcely sufficient now. This Rip 
Van Winkle, who retired to 


SLEEPY HOLLOW 
About the year 1860, is of coarse unaware of 
the fact that the 8 cents ia $100 appropriated 
to the support of the city schools, when he 
was in office in 1858, was increased by law as 
early as the 27th day of April. 1863, to 25 
cents, and a few years later was raised by law 
to 35 cents, as an outside limit, and cannot, 
with the most rigid economy, be reduced be­ 
low 30 cents. 
Before he went to sleep a 
volunteer Fire Department, under the Con­ 
solidation Act, 
MANAGED TO GET ALONG 
W ith 7 cents ; but for some years past the 
paid Fire Department, with its steamers, 
cannot be supported with less than about 25 
cents. 
The consolidation scheme into which 
a few addleheaded reformers hastily plunged 
this city in 1858, and which ‘ • was run ” by 
our Rip Van Winkle, in the character of 
President of a Board of twelve Supervisors, 
brought our city affairs to such a pass, that 
in 1863, when the city dissolved the un­ 
natural connection, and obtained 
ITS PRESENT CHARTER, 
It was obliged, as a matter of absolute neces­ 
sity. to levy a city tax of $2 31.

TEE 
COUPON SUITS. 


Judge Hundley, Superior Judge of Butte 
county, was engaged during the last three 
days of last week in what may be termed on 
investigation rather than a trial of matters 
involved in two of the coupon caeca against 
this city. The suite were commenced not 
long since in the Supreme Court, one by 
Frceiill and the other by Davis, and are pro­ 
ceedings by writ of mandate against Cham­ 
berlain, City Treasurer, commanding him to 
«how cause why he should not pay about 
$10,000 of coupons of the city bonds falling 
due on January 1, 1872. 
The plaintiffs were 
represented by I. S. Belcher and William C. 
Belcher, and the city by City Attorney An­ 
derson, and A. F. Catlin ,and Freeman & 
B i‘es. 
The matters investigated by Ju ige Hund­ 
ley were disputed qnestions of fact arising 
upon the pleadings of the parties, and which 
were referred to him by order of the Supreme 
Court to determine. They involve an inquiry 
into the financial affairs and doings of the 
city from 1858 to the present time, and de­ 
manded of the Judge and attorneys long and 
laborious sittings, commencing at 9 a . m. and 
ending at 6 p. M. of the last two days, and 
they are not yet entirely finished. 
The main object of the plaintiffs appears 
to be to avoid the statute of limitations, 
which is interposed as one of the defenses, 
by showing that the coupons, though falling 
due in 1872, were not demandabie until 1878 
by reason of there not being, prior to that 
time, sufficient money in the interest funds 
to pay them. Plaintiffs claim that this defi­ 
ciency was caused by the Trustees neglecting, 
during a considerable number of years—from 
1864 to 18S0—to set apart to such fund tho 
amounts cf revenue provided by law ; that 
the Trustees at different times during that 
period procured the passage of divers ai d 
sundry special laws providing for special 
taxes, such as special taxes for support of the 
public schools, fire department, for street im­ 
provements, free library and the like, and by 
this means purposely effected a reduction of 
the general tax cf one per cent., out of which 
the creditors were, under the law of 1858, en­ 
titled to have fifty-five pet- cent, set apart to 
the interest and Binking fund created by that 
law for tho payment of the interest and prin­ 
cipal of the funded debt. 
All legal ques­ 
tions will be 
decided by the Supreme 
Court, after Judge Handley ehall have 
settled 
the 
facts. 
These 
facts 
will 
exhibit the assessed value of the property of 
the city each year since 1S64, the amount set 
apart to tha interest and sinking fund each 
year from the prop?it7 t-x, the water works, 
license?, harbor dues and fines in the Police 
Court, tha operations of tha Funded Debt 
C-immitsioners, and many other facts of in­ 
terest bearing upon the questions in contro­ 
versy, upon which the plaintiffs claim their 
right to payment of what ara known as the 
“ outlawed coupons,” and upon this they base 
the concluding statement cf their petition, 
the substance of which we quote. 
Petitioner says that the city of Sacramento 
ought not to be beard to interpose the plea of 
the statute of limitations, and ought to be 
estopped from pleading in any Court the bar 
of such statute by reason of the acts of said 
city in the premises, as hereinbefore set forth, 
to wit, in procuring special legislation where­ 
by special funds were created and Bpecial 
taxes levied, and in reducing the taxes for 
general municipal purposes, fifty-live per 
cent, of which would, under the Acts of 1858 
and 1863, have been apportioned to the inter­ 
est and sinking fund, to about fifty cents on 
each $100 of the assessed value for the seven­ 
teen years from 1861 to 1880, and in causing 
all the moneys derived from water rents to be 
diverted from said fund for about cine year?, 
and so diminishing the amount of moneys to 
be paid into said fnnd as to render the 
amount of moneys annually appropriated to 
said fund insufficient for the payment of the 
interest annually accruing upon its 6aid 
bonds.

THE NEW GAME LAW. 


In response to many inquiries the R e cg rd - 
U n io n this morning presents the amendments 
to the game law as passed by the present Leg- 
is’ature and approved March 9th : 
Section 1. Section 626 of the Penal Code is 
amended toread : 626. Every person who be­ 
tween March 1 t and October 1st hunts, pur­ 
sue», takes, kills or destroys quail, partridge, 
or grouse, or rail, is gnilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person who at any time takes, gath­ 
ers or deBtroyes the eggs of any quail, part­ 
ridge or grouse is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person who between January 1st and 
June 1st hunts, pnrsuep, takes, kills or de­ 
stroys doves is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every parson who between November 1st and 
Jnlv 1st in the following year, hunts, pur­ 
sue?, take?, kills or destroys any male deer or 
buck is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Any per­ 
son who has in his possession any hides or 
skins of any deer, elk, antelope or mountain 
sheep killed between November 1st and July 
1st is guiity of a misdemeanor. 
Every per­ 
son who shall at any time hunt, pursue, take, 
kill or destroy any antelope, elk, mountain 
sheep, female deer, or doe, s Ml ba guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Every per-on who'shali at 
any time hant, pursue, take, kill or destroy 
any spotted fawn is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person who shall take, kill or destroy 
any of the animals mentioned in this sectiqn 
at any time, unless the carcass of such ani­ 
mal is used or preserved by the person taking 
or slaying it, or is sold for food, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. Every person who shall buy, 
sell, offer or expose for silo, transport, or 
have in his possession any deer from which 
evidenca of sex has been removed, or any of 
the aioresaid game at any time when it is un­ 
lawful to kili the samo, as provided by this 
and subsequent sections, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Sección (2, Section 631, Penal Code, is 
amended to read: C31. Every person who 
shall at any time net, pound, wctr, cage, or 
trap any quail, partridge, or grouse, and 
every person who shall sell, bay, transport, 
or give away, or tffer or expose for sale, or 
have in his possession any quail, partridge, 
or grouse that have been snared, captured, or 
taken in or by means of any net, pound, 
weir, cage, or trap, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Proof of possession of any quail, 
partridge, or grouse, which shall not show 
evidence of having teen taken by means 
other th»n a net, pound, weir, cage or trap, 
shall be prima facie evidence in any prosecu­ 
tion for a violation of the provisions cf this 
section, that the person in whose possession 
such qnail, partridge or grouse is found, took, 
killed, or destroyed the same by means of a 
net, pound, weir, cage, or trap. 
¡Section 3. Section 632, Penal Code, is 
amended to read : 632. Kvery person who, 
at any time, takes or catches any trout, ex­ 
cept with hook and linp, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. Any person or peraons who shall, 
at any time, lake, procure, or destroy any 
fi»h of any k in i by means of explosives, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 4. Section 634 of said Code is 
amended as follow?: 634. Every person who, 
between July 31st and September 1st, of each 
year, takes or c itches, buys, sells, or has in 
Lis possession any fresh Bilmon, is gnilty of 
a misdemeanor. Every person who shall set 
or draw, or assist in setting or drawing, any 
net or seine for the purpose of taking or 
catching salmon or shad in any of the pub­ 
lic waters of th¡3 State, at any time between 
sunrise of each Saturday and 12 o’clock 
noon of the following Sunday, io guiltv of a 
misdemeanor. Every person who shall, for 
tho purpose of catching salmon cr shad in 
any of the navigable rivers, streams, or 
sloughs of this State, fish with or use any 
seine or net, the meshes of which are, when 
drawn close together and measured longitudi­ 
nally, less thin seven and one-half inches in 
length, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 5. Section 636 of the Penal Code 
is amended to read as. follows : 636. Every 
person who shall set, uee, or conlinne, or 
who shall assist in setting, using, or continu­ 
ing any pound, weir, set-net, trap, or aoy 
other fixed or permanent contrivance for 
catching fish in the waters of this State, is 
guiity of a misdemeanor. Every person 
who shall cast, extend, or sot any seine or 
net of any kind for the catching of fiBh in 
any river, stream, or slough of this State 
which shall extend more than one-third across 
the width cf said river, stream, or Blongh, at 
the time and place of such fishing, is guiity of a 
misdemeanor. Evety person who, by seine 
or any other mean?, Ehall catch the young of 
fish of any species, and who shall not retnrn 
the same to the water immediately and alive, 
or who shall sell, or offer for sale, any such 
fish, fresh or dried, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. Every person convicted of a viola­ 
tion of any of the provisions of this chapter 
shall be punished by fine of not less than $50 
and not more than $300, or imprisonment in 
the County Jail of the county where the of- 
farsa was committed for not less than thirty 
days nor more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. One-half of all 
moneys collected for fines for violation of the 
provisions of this chapter ehall be paid to 
informers and one-half to the District At­ 
torney of the county in which the action is 
prosecuted ; all other costs shall be charged 
against the county in which the action is 
prosecuted. Nothing in this chapter shall be 
construed to prohibit the United States Fish 
Commissioners or the Fish Commissioners of 
the Stats of California from taking such fi-.h 
as they shall deem necessary for the purpose 
cf artificial hatching, nor at any time. 
It 
shall not be lawful for any person to buy or 
sell, or offer or expose for sale, within this 
State, any kind of trout (except brook trout) 
less than eight inches in length. 
Any person 
violating the provisions of this section is 
gnilty of a misdemeanor. 
Sections 627, C28 and 629 are repealed. 
The Act takes effect July 1, 1883.
